Tho proapoot* for making money ir 
breeding and raioing horaoa and mule 
were never butter than they are now. 
Hordes of all doacriptioim l oiuniand 
'.^mmI ^iricoa. Aa wealth iiicreawa in 
'ar<;i' ritiea there l« an Inoroaaing do 
•iiaml for liorao* that will make fitat 
lime nil Hie raiM'H'oiir<e, for lino enr- 
riaji- hir^.-. ;iiiil for ri.i;u.» horaoo. Tlio 
iloiii m l for heavy draft hor.iua (or uau 
on drays and tranNler-wag ins was never 
liett*ir. Tlio demand formiddle welghl 
hor-ies is also good. The iiierea:«' of 
<lr.vl e ir lines in all lttri;i' lowm calls 
for a large nunibur of horses suit iblu 
fordrawingearo. Streetntilwayamake 
a demand for mora homos than onll- 
II iry niilwaVH ever ilisplaeixl. Tho ile 
>. lo|iiii hi ,;f l):ikoLi ami the wi«t<Tn 
provinces of ('iiiimla lias erealcd a de- 
mand for boraoa in the Norlhwe.si. 
riioy arc wantoti not only for onliiiary 
farm worh, but for drawing atagin anil 
doing gunoral tonnilng. Tlieao parts of 
the continent will rcipiire more horses 
than they ean proiliuw iliiriii^' llie iievt 
twenty years. The lirst setllers of any 
new country can not ungogo in home- 
breoding very extensively. Tliey have 
not the capital to iiiireliago brooding 
stock, lo erect stablc.s, and to ouaUe 
them to wait till aniinaU grow to a 
aixe that thoy can bo put to work. They 
lind It to their advantage to raise oattle 
and hogs for scvoral yearn after they 
have settlml un their places. 

Although the dcpund for mules in 
tho State* north of Mliaouri it amall, 
owing t> a foollah projudloe against 
them, tho demand for them 5i the 
South is as giHMl iks over and promlaoa 
to continuo. Ualaing mulea for tho 
Hoiithern market l« a profitable imsl- 
ness for all who are ao aituatod that 
they can engage in it Miaaouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Iowa are well aitu- 
atoil for breoiling and raising mules. 
The olliuatc is favorable, while graaa, 
oorn and oat) aro leading crops. St. 
Liouis is the largeot mala market In tha 
world, and It la easily roaohed by rail- 
way or river oommunleation by parties 
living in any of these Status. Exton- 
iivo butldliu|t for protootion are not ao 
e.saeatial for mnloi m for horses. 
Shelters for mules oan bo made of very 
nlinap materials. The mule is a hanly 
creature and will stand exposnra that 
will greatly injure a horae. Mares 
lultable for raising mule coIlh can be 
ebtained from Oregon or tlie Western 
lerritorios at comparatively low pricoa, 
and good jacks can bo bought in Mis- 
Muri and tho States fiirtlior south. 
Parties proposing to liiigage in llio 
business renuiro considerabio capital, 
as thore will bo no returns for at least 
two years. After that time a "orop" 
nf miile.H cm be sold every year, and 
the e.xpeiiilituro of laboT and money 
will be small. 

The raising of horses and mules can 
bo carried on in oonnootion with grain- 
raising and general farming in moat of 
tho Western States and Territories to 
excellent advantiige. Mont of the plow- 
ing is done in tlie fall, and tho mares 
that aro expected to drop oolts in the 
spring can do this work. The molo or 
horse colts will be of a sIm to bo sepa- 
rated from their dams before itis MuM 
to commonoe cutting grass for haj or 
harvesting«rain. lie maroi tliat W>t 
dropped oolts in the spring oan draw 
the mower and roaper in tne snmmer 
and early fall, and ean plow the land 
for another crop later in the season. 
Uy judicious management tho mares 
can be made to do work enough to pay 
for thoir keep, so that their colts will 
bo a not gain. All tho food (or the 
maros and their progeny can be raised 
on tho place, and there will be no 
money outlay, exeeiit for male animals 
and building^ for sholtor. At present 
prices there la more money In draft 
animals than In those raised for supply- 
ing moat. That such a stiito o( tliiiiga 
will continuo (or a considerable timo 
aoenis likely. The demand for horses 
in all oonntrles Inoreases M wealth and 
oivlllution Increase.— OJU«vo IVtiiss.

The city of Ilopklnsville Is siloated 
on a branch ofthe Louisville* Nash- 
ville Railroad, and we hear much 
complaint against this road for Ihe 
unequal aiscrimlnation In IVeigbU 
that the managers make against Uop- 
kinsviUo. The citizens have it in their 
power to meet thisdifHculty by build- 
ing a branch road to the Cumberland 
river and to the C. 0. & S. W. rail- 
road. In doing this they will open 
up and develop eIr.uiiieU which will 
add to the iiialeiiul Hcalili ofthe city 
beyond the most sangiiino expecta- 
tions of her eili/.eiis. The hianeh 
whii h would lead lo the C. (J. & S. 
W. railroad will pass through nndo- 
veloped and rieli coal fields, while 
the branch that would pass through 
Cadiz will make an outlet, by rail, 
for a rich, agricultural country, and 
before it reaches the Cumberland, 
strikes a rich belt of iron ore laud. 
The ore taken from tlie tunnels, we 
dare say, will more than pay for cut- 
ting them. 

U|)ou the completion of these two 
branches, what do we have ? A ooal 
field at one end. Iron ore at the otlier, 
and also giving two outlets by rail, 
aud another by water, at the western 
terminus of Ihe branch which will 
pass through Cadiz. With these ad- 
vantages, we do not think it possible 
that llopkinsvillo can fail to see tlio 
Im()ortance ofputtlng one or both of 
these lines on foot, and pressing them 
to a speedy completion. 

The iron ore, •.nentioned above, is 
Ihe richest hematite, from which is 
iiiado the very host quality Of char- 
coal malkalile iron. 

To say thai lliese enterpriseswould 
improve an liiiiulrcd-fold the sections 
of i.oniilry through which they will 
|ia»s, would be but a feeble effort lo 
express our opinion as to the advan- 
tages that would be derived from 
them, while in our sister city, IIop- 
kinsvillc, manufactories will be built 
I hat would compete with, any In the 
world. 

There are on Cumberland riverand 
throughout Trigg county heavy for- 
ests of timber that are unappreciated 
now, while hundreds of rafts of logs 
are floated down the river aunnaliy. 
Tiius, with timber, iron aud coal, and 
with agricultural products at home, 
wlial could facilitate the erection of 
factories faster? 

There aie men in lliis and Chris 
tiaii eoiinty who hare the money to 
huild this road if <.i)iiviiii:oil that, as 
an investment, it would pay, but wlio 
are prone lo look upon every new en 
terprise as eiitopiaii, licnce will per 
tnit their money to rust in thcyioniid 
rather than risk it in helping to build 
a railroad. There are also other cap 
iialists who know nothing of the to- 
pography or geography of this coun- 
try, but are now, through agents, in- 
vestigating the teasibility of the en- 
terprise, and will likdy reap the ben< 
efllsofltereonrbnsioessmenawakeB 
from their letbargy. 

Ilopklnsville hai passed throiigli 
one crisis, and Is how passing through 
another, each of which will mark an 
i m portant epoch In her history. The 
first was on Ihe adoption of her pres 
en t free school system, whii li was 
Ithe most progressive step slie had 
over taken; and the advantageous 
results attained hy this step w 
doubtless he the iiio»l cogent argu- 
ment louse in advocating the con- 
Struetion of this railroad, now agi- 
tating the minds of her commet'cial 
citizens.

Main St., Burned 
Sunday Night.

At 11 il6 o'clock Sunday night aome 
young gentlemen were retam- 
ing flrom the homea of young ladles 
wiiom they had eaoorted to church, 
when a bright light waa aeen on the 
weat aide of Main atreet, between Cih 
and 7th. The light was 4rat noticed 
from the corner of 8th street and Its 
discovery waa followed by a crack- 
ling sound and ilamea ahot out at the 
front windows of No. 4, North Main 
street, a store room occupied by Mrs. 
.1. Staufl's inlllincry establishment. 
Tlio alarm was ciuickly given, but 
tho first iiartics wlio reached tlic 
scene report that the whole interior 
was a bIiccI of Beelliing, roaring liainc 
wliiuli had aln^ady l)ur»led out al 
lioth cimIs of the room. Tlie bell wat- 
souiided viyorouiily and in about fif- 
teou minutes the lire company report- 
ed for duty. It was some little lime 
before Ihoy got to work, as a biirsled 
hoso caused delay after ateani had 
been raised. It waa not until about 
U o'clock that two good atreama be- 
gan to play on the fire from the 
eiatem at No. IS Main St After an 
hour'a bard work the flamoa were 
subdued and the fire eonllned to the 
two atore rooma. Theae roomawere 
fine new two-atory bricka erected 
early in 1883, after the big Are of 
Oct 1881 No. 4, where tiie lire 
originated, was owned by Meaara. 3, 
\f. I'ritchett and E. W. C. Edwards. 
It was occupied by Mrs. Stautt below 
and by lirealhill & Stitoa' law office 
above. No. 0 was owned by E. W. 
llender«ou and occupied by lleudcr- 
Hoii & Son's grocery bulow and by 
Dr. Andrew Seargent's oflice above. 
Ilendurnon Sc Sou saved their books 
and .show eases aud two bariel.s of 
flour. Tliese were tlic only arliclen 
saved from tho two buildings burned. 

M. U. Kelly's jewelry store at No. 
8 was saved by the lire wall. Ilii 
line building appeared at one time lo 
be doomed, bnl the adjoining build- 
lug foil In jnstiu tinio to save it. M 
Kelly nio^ed out everything, and 
auiUined heavy loaa in the way of 
daraagea to hia goodi. 

The City Bank, the only building 
that wu ieit atauding on the burnt 
diatriet in 1882, again withalood Ihe 
flameallke a aaiamanderand allhongh 
Ihe roof caught aud waa burning 
vigorouily on the inatde the intrepid 
firemen entered at Ihe windows 
and put out Ihe flamea and 
the building atlll lUodi, "a little 
disligured but still In the ring." The 
windows of the brick buildings iu Ihe 
rear on 7tli ulreet, separated by a 
narrow alley, were burned out, but 
a bucket brigade fought tlic Hum 
from the inside until the engine got 
to work and ilie building was saved 
It is the property of E. \V. llcnder- 
son and was occupied by U. M. Tay- 
lor's saloon. A 2o pound keg of 
powder exploded In Henderson A 
Son's grocery about 12 o'clock which 
ahatlcred the large plate glass win 
dowa iu Jonea & Co'a atore acroaa tlic 
atrcel aud the fragmenta fell in a rat 
tiingahow^rtothe pavement For 
tuiiately no o«e waa hart. The sec 
oud atory Of: the Gi.ty Bank buljdlug 
waa ooeupted- by? M. W. Williams 
dentiat, and LtfoTab Jonea* bed-room 
waa In the rear. Mr. Jonea was 
arouaed just in time to get outiu 
safely, leaving all lila effecU behind.

The wedding day was ushered in 
with brighl.beautirul weatliei',iiid a1- 
niott wiUi the risiii); sun came tlic 
brtdtind her IcInsfolIcK to the exccu 
tlve mansion, af'lor tlioii- niirlit joiir- 
MOy from New Yoi k. The day at llie 
mtiision was a comparatireiv quiet 
one when the importance of lU cloa- 
Ing ovenU ii contldered. Of course 
tbero was contlderable stir and artiv- 
Ity and excitement on tlic )iari of 
those upon wliom dcvoivcd tlic du- 
ties of liiial preparation for tlic wed- 
dinir, but it is safe to say tlie presi- 
dent, although quite ai •cU?aand in- 
(luitrioni as any about the manaion, 
was the least cxcitod of any 

lie was early In tticlilirary transact- 
ing official business. Iledirected that 
three private pension bill Tetoes be 
sent to congress ; liad n conference 
l)y appointment with Senator Van 
Wyclt, saw Secretaries Lamar and 
Faircliilil about sonic interior depart-

The assem- 
bled guests, stnndliii; on the eastern 
and western sides of the oval-shaped 
blue room where the marriage ceic- 
mony took place, had but a few min- 
utes to wall, for promptly at 7 o'clock 
the President with Miss Foisom lean- 
ing upon his arm came down stairs 
and entering through the northern 
doorway advanced to the center of 
tlie room and there stood facing tlic 
background of palma, ferns and flow 
«n in the southern end of the room. 

Dr. Sunderland assisted by llie pres- 
ident's brother, I!ov. William Cleve- 
land, stooil lacing the bride and 
groom. The Invited guests present 
and wlio witneased tlie ceremony 
were: Mrs. Foisom, mother of the 
bride; Uev. W. N.Clcvcland.the pres 
ident's brother ; Miss Cleveland, Mrs. 
Hoyt, the president's sisters; Thomas 
F. Bayard, secretary ot state ; Miss 
Bayard; Daniel Manning, secretary 
of the treasury ; Mrs. Manning ; Wil- 
liam C.Endicott,8ecrctary of the war ; 
Mrs. Endicott ; Wiiliaui C. Whitney, 
secretary of tlic navy ; Mrs. 'Whitney ; 
■William K. Vilas, the postmaster 
general ; Mrs. Vilas ; L. (j. C. Lamar, 
secretary of the interior; Daniel S.

It was constituted liv 
our creatoi- In the First Paradise. It 
was confessed by patriarch and priest, 
propliet and aposlle. It was con- 
tinned by the teaching and adorned 
witii presence of llie i ciloenier, and 
has' been Imnored hy ilic f:iiihlnl 
keeping of all good men and women 
since the world begun. 

"It Is not, tliorefure to be underta- 
ken liglilly or unadvisedly, hut -so- 
berly, discreetly and in ihc Iimi ni 
(tod. Into this' holy estate this man 
and this woman come now to enter. 
If any one now can show Just cause 
why "they may not be lawfully united 
in marriage let him now speak or 
else hereafter forever liold his peace. 
If yon desire to be iiiilled in marriage 
you Avili signify the same by joining 
your hands." 

Here the pi-esldont and Miss Foi- 
som joined hands The clergyman 
conlinniiiu;, asked : 

"(irover, lio you take this woman 
wlioiii you hold bv the hand to be 
your lawful wedded wile, to live to- 
gether after Ood's ordinance In the 
holy estate of wedlock. Do you 
promise to love her. cherish, comfort 
and keep her in sicknessniid in liealtli, 
In Joy and in sorrow, and forsaking 
all others keep yon only unto her so 
rer 



soon as they arrived, however, thCy 
were (iiiickly conveyed out of sight. 
The iiieniliers of the cabinet gave In- 
dividual wedding presents, some of 
which were iinite elaborate, but in 
accordance witli ti.e special desire of 
the iircsident a llstof the presents re- 
ceived will not be made public. 

Soon after partaking of tlieir wed- 
ding i-iippcr, llic I resident and his 
bi iUe were extiiscd, and, according 
to a prearranged plan, quietly enlerrd 
a ctrrisge at the southern entrance 
of tlio mansion and were driven to 
the K street crossing of the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad, wlicre a spe- 
cial train was in waiting for them. 
They at oiico entered I'lesident Gar- 
rett's boudoir car "My Maryland," 
and the train at 9 p. m. moved oil' 
for Deer Park, wliero the president 
and Ills bride will iciiiaiii for a week. 
During their stay at Deer Park they 
will occupy a cottage specially fltled 
up for their auoomiuodatlon, near the 
Deer Park hotel. 

The only invited guests wlio were 
not present at the wedding wefe the 
Mi~»c> liuysril iiiid Allorney General 
tiarlaiid. Previous to leaving llic 
city the president directed Col. La- 
mont to have all of the out flowers 
used in decorating the mansion last 
iii^'lii, distributed among the city 
liospitais.

Dr. Sunderland, then addressing 
Miss Foisom, asked : 

"Francca, do you take tills mau 
whom you hold bv the hand to be 
your lawfiil wedded husband, to live 
together after God's ordinance in the 
iioly estate of wedlock. Do you 
promise to love liim, honor, comfort 
and keep him in sickness and in 
licaltli, ill joy and in sorrow, and for- 
saking all others keep you only unto 
bim so long as you both shall live !"

"In token of the Hiinic." said Ilr. 
Sniiderlaiid, "let the wedding ring be 
passed." 

Tlie President then placed the wed- 
ding ring upon the bride's lliiger. 

Dr. Sunderland Ihen pronounced 
tlie sanction, saying : "For as iiinch as 
(Irovcraiid Frances liavi' here :if,'reeiV 
and covenanted to live together after 
God's ordinance in the holy estate of 
wedlock, and have conflrtned the 
same liy giving and taking a wed- 
ding ring, now, tlieiefore, in tlie 
presence of this company, in the name 
of the Father and tlie Son and of tlit 
Holy Ghost, I pronounce and declare 
that they are husband and wife, and 
what God hath joined torather let no 
man put asunder."

AI Slipper the I'lesideiil occu- 
pied his usual place on the north side 
of the table ; his bride seated at bis 
left, and guests disposed about the 
table In a manner best ealculaleii to 
promote free and unrestrained social 
conversation. 

President Cleveland was attired in 
a full evening dress suit and wore a 
turndown collar, a plain while lawn 
necktie, enameled shirt studs and cufl* 
buttons to match. 

The liridc wore an enchanting 
wedding dress of ivory satin, simply 
garnished on the high coisage witii 
India muslin, crossedln Grecian folds, 
and carried in exquisite falls of sim- 
plicity over tiie petticoat The 
orange blossom garniture commenc- 
ing upon the veil in a superb cornet, 
was eontiiincd throughout tiic cos- 
'tunic with artistic skill. Her veil of 
tulle completely enveloped her, fall- 
ing to tlie edge of the petticoat in 
front and extending the entire length 
of her full court train. Excepting 
the engageiiient riiif:, a happhirc, 
with two diamonds, and the simple 
wedding ring, which the Presi- 
dent placed upon her finger, the 
bride wore no jewelry wliatever 

The mantel above Iholieartli on llie 
east side of tlie room, was a soliil 
bank of cut paiisies in various colors, 
in wliieli the date of the wedding, 
".luiie 2, 1880," was written in letters 
of white (lowers, surrounded by black 
pansies. Tlio mantel on tlie west 
side of the room formed a solid bank 
of roses, dark and rich colored in tlie 
center, in wbicli was the nionovram, 
"C. F. ' ill white moss and liybrid 
rosea. Tlie two large mirrors about 
tlie mantels were draped and fes- 
tooned witii garlands of mixed roses ; 
the doors leading to the adjoining 
room were festooned witii licavy 
garlands of roses in diflcrent distinct 
colors, and above the corridor door 
was a scroll composed of flowers, in 
wliieh was the motto, "E Pluiibus 
Unnm," in immortelles. 

Tiie main taiilc decorations in thi' 
wedding supper rooms was a lull- 
rigged ship, composed of Pinks, cen- 
taurea cgana, deiphiniss, roses and 
paiisicp, bearing the name of 
"llviiien." It rested upon a mirror 
representing a lake, which gave it 
llie appearance of lloatiiis;. its shores 
were composed ot ditl'ereiit varieties 
of selagiiieiles and tiny pieces of 
corals, and the land was represented 
by a bank of Jacqncmlnot roses. Tlie 
ship, a three-master, was flyiiie witii 
center spar the colors of the United 
States, wliile the Other two carried 
while Hags with the monogram, "C. 
F." in gold. At eillier end of the 
table were crystal vases resting unon 
iiiiirors, with loiig-Rtciiiiiicd hybrid 
roses, 'i'lic two mirrors were fes- 
tooned witii asparagus temiissinins 
interspersed witli loose roses. The 
corners and windows of the room and 
the font boards were suitably 
decorated with the choicest foliage 
and llowering plants, with the man- 
tel a solid bank of roses.
